No prior art has been found to meet the claim 
limitation calling for interpretation of the parameterized 
polynomial which involves removing a constant term in 
Claims 1 and 13. Further, the prior art lacks interpreting 
the parameterized polynomial by further including 
normalizing the polynomial to a unit first power term in 
Claims 3-12 and 15-23. Finally, the prior art is silent as 
to a method step of resampling a reconstructed eddy current 
and then interpreting data in conjunction with the other 
limitations of Claims 24-33.
